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BLACKBALLED AGAIN 


Block 4 Needs Re-Packaging 


Recent efforts to remove Urban Renewal Block 4 from its 


desolated status of a downtown sandpile bring to the center 
of the stage a misconception on its size. 


From an older viewpoint, its 75,000 square feet give the 


appearance of being the wide, open spaces. 


'It is within 10 per cent of being two acres. 
^A realtor could jam a dozen houses into two acres and a 


score of conventionally sized stores could fit into them. 


This historical measure on downtown i-eal estate gives 


Block 4 the appearance of being a terrific bargain. 


This was the approach first taken by the city hall when 


putting the property on the market. 


The reception to the offer indicates the need to revise 


such thinking. 


In the two years that Block 4 has been up for sale, only 


one firm offer is on the books. This is for a moderately sized 
motel, a restaurant and a filling station. 


!A tentative offer for a larger motel and a restaurant 


facility, but minus the filling station, has been put forth. Its 
promoters, however, have yet to express a firm bid. 


'City hall seeks a refinement of those proposals. 
Refinement on the first means dropping the filling station 


and clarification on the second means spelling out whatever 
plans are in mind. 


Although both promoters have stated they can get along 


with Block 4 only, it is our feeling neither can refine its 
proposition until city hall says clearly that the Port street 
parking lot and Port street itself can be added to the land 
ar.ea. 


Block 4 alone is not large enough to accommodate the kind 


of motel and dining operation which is on the minds of 
everyone who wants this block brought back into productive 


The parking lot and the street would add 34,000 square 


feet to a revised Block package. 


If closing the street is a risk which city hall feels is too 


great to assume, then the air rights over it should be made 
available for bridging the street. 


By limiting its offer to Block 4 only, city hall invites a 


speculative type of bidding. 
This is gambling with the future of the whole downtown 


area. 


A good operation requires a solid foundation. Block 4 by 


itself falls short of that requirement. 


A Nation's Shame 


In official jargon, "confederation" has replaced "syndi- 


cate" as a description of the nationwide criminal network. 
Whatever it is called, a chilling recapitulation of its 
activities is presented in the latest report of the President's 
Commission on Law Enforcement. 


The most ominous development in confederation crime is 


"diversification." Revenues from gambling, usury, narcotics, 
prostitution 
and moonshining are 
being 
invested 
in 


legitimate businesses. From accounting and stock brokerage 
to real estate and companies manufacturing goods with 
nationally-known brand names, the racketeers are moving 
in. 


The new acquisitions often provide a respectable front for 


bankruptcy frauds and bogus security issues. Increasingly, 
criminal operations are being taken over by college trained 
executives, whose sophistication increases their immunity to 
detection. 


The commission and its experts are considerably better at 


diagnosing the disease than they are at prescribing cures. 
The report takes aim at a familiar target, public apathy 
toward organized crime. There is also the charge that "all 
available data indicate that organized crime flourishes only 
where it has corrupted local officials." All this is true, but 
only up to a point. 


The commission itself concedes that existing criminal laws 


are inadequate to deal with today's sophisticated racketeer 
with a master's degree, and that law enforcement agencies 
are further hampered by the rules of evidence and the 
limitations of detection techniques. Local officials face 
formidable obstacles. 


While theirs is the primary responsiiblity for the 


existence of stills and houses of prostitution and gambling, 
the commission's report seems to put too little emphasis on 
the role of the federal government, for it alone possesses the 
interstate authority to deal with interstate 
criminal 


operations. 


Conditions disclosed in the report are shocking. Syndicate 


crime is an influence that threatens to corrupt, as it has 
already shamed, American society. Its uprooting requires, 
besides the support of public opinion, coordinated action at 
every level of government. 


Lifelong Need To Learn 


The rate of change, the accumulation of knowledge, 


technological advances and innovation are faster paced now 
and accelerating every day at a rate that would have been 
unimaginable a few years ago. Technological progress often 
proves to be a short run curse and a long run blessing. 


In the long run, it is the basis of increasing productivity, 


new jobs, whole new industries, our national strength and 
the advancement of civilization itself. In the short run, rapid 
technological change and automation often lead to the 
hardship of unemployment brought on by the adoption of 
new p r o d u c t i o n techniques or automation which may 
eliminate some jobs and call for different training and skills 
to fit new positions. 


Business and industry face the challenge of taking the 


lead in developing practical approaches to ease the human 
displacement of technological advance. Mr. W. F. Rockwell, 
Jr., chief executive officer, Rockwell Standard Company, has 
said, "business and labor should first reach agreement on a 
logical approach to the problem before calling on the 
government for aid or having such aid thrust upon them 
. . . Premature legislation could, and undoubtedly would, 
completely change the groundrules and possibly 
further 


complicate an already complex problem. Of all the changes in 
our society, laws seem to change least and slowest. So we 
should be very careful of what we put on the books and 
when." 


The future development of the United States will depend 


to a great degree on keeping intact the incentives for 
investor owned, competitive enterprise to develop and use 
technological improvements to create the new things and 
new opportunities of greatest benefit to all of our people. For 
the young person of today, fitting into this picture will be a 
challenging and rewarding lifetime job. Flexibility of mind 
arid a desire to learn are more than ever the essential 
prerequisites for a meaningful life.

WASHINGTON — The cen- 


sure 
recommendation 
against 


Sen. Thomas Dodd, D-Conn., 
seems to have served more to 
increase talk about his activ- 
ities, rather than diminish it. 
Almost everywhere one goes in 
Washington, 
the 
chit-chat ul- 


timately c o m e s around to 
Dodd's future. 


That the Senate will vote lo 


accept the recommendation of 
censure is a foregone conclu- 
sion. What disturbs some sen- 
ators is the knowledge that 
censure is a far more serious 
thing to the Senate than it is to 
the public. 


In other words, while they 


view the punishment as correct, 
they doubt that many citizens 
will think it is enough, even 
though prosecution by the Jus- 
tice Department, and action by 
the Internal Revenue Service, 
may still lie ahead. 


Mostly 
the 
talk 
has 
been 


stimulated by 
Dodd's remark 


that his conscience is clear and 
thai his announcement that he 
will seek re-election in 1970. 
Too many of his Capitol Hill 
colleagues, this should be a 
time of silence for Dodd, not for 
defiant statements or announce- 
ments of plans for self vindica- 
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tion. 


To some the very fact that 


Dodd says his conscience is 
clear in an indictment of the 
low level of Senate ethics, for 
he 
undoubtedly believes 
his 


behavior has been on a par with 
many of his colleagues who will 
vote to censure him. 


Despite his bravado, however, 


there is good reason to believe 
that when the time comes Dodd 
will not seek re-election to the 
Senate. The most powerful and 
widely circulated newspapers in 
Connecticut have taken editorial 
stands opposing his re-election, 
making it more difficult for him 
to find the 
voter 
support he 


would need. 


Dodd has a long history of 


physical ailments. There is a 
good chance that he will retire 
from political life in 19TO on the 
advice of his physicians.

Unconscious 
Man Saved 
By Fireman 


Boy Alerts Family 
At South Haven; 
Couldn't Wake One

SOUTH HAVEN—An o c c u- 


pant of a burning house was 
critically burned and a volun- 
teer fireman was overcome by 
smoke when fire swept the one- 
story frame home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Howard Brewington at 357 
Kalamazoo street around 5 a.m. 
today. 


Lonnie Cubbins, about -45, a 


brother-in-law who was living 
with the 
Brewington 
family, 


was admitted to South Haven 
Community hospital in critical 
condition after firemen Donald 
Muske carried him unconscious 
trom the smoke-filled dwelling. 
Muske had to be assisted from 
[he house by two other volun- 
teers after he reportedly lifted 
Cubbins through and open win- 
dow and then fell to the floor. 


Five other members of the 


Brewington family were able to 
escape the fire after it was 
discovered by the oldest SOD, 
Darrel, 12, in a living room 
sofa. The blaze left the family 
lomeless and without furniture 
and clothing. The contents of 
;he home were not insured, 
COULDN'T WAKE HIM 


"We just couldn't wake Lon- 


nie up," said Darrell Brewing- 
UKI, who gave an account of the 
fire. 


The boy said he woke up 


shortly 
before 
5 
a.m. 
and 


discovered 
the house 
full of 


smoke. He said he summoned 
his 
parents 
and 
a brother, 


Ronnie, 9, and sister, Carol, 17, 
but 
was 
unable 
to 
arouse 


Cubbins, who was asleep in a 
separate bedroom. 


Darrel said his father, How- 


ard Brewington, attempted 
to 


put out the lire by hand, but the 
sofa ignited and fire spread 
quickly through the combination 
living-dining room. 


Brewington 
said 
he 
didn't 


realize Cubbins wasn't out of 
the house until the family was 
all outside. He said he attempt- 
ed to get into Cubbins' bedroom 
by smashing a window but was 
unsuccessful. 
Brewington was 


later treated at the hospital for 
minor burns and cuts of the 
hands. 


Fireman Muske later entered 


the home with a smoke mask 
and was able to locate Cubbins 
on the floor, a few feet from his 
bed, as if he had made an 
attempt to escape before he 
fell. Muske said the wall was 
ablaze only a few feet from 
where Cubbins was lying.

Tourtellolte said 
he 


helped 
apply mouth-to-mouth

he was suffering from first and 
second degree burns over the 
upper half of his body. 


Firemen were summoned to
